FOR ENGLISHMAN 


John Strachey , Leftist, is

IMPORTANCE OF A NEW YORK ELECTION 
District Attorney Dewey of New York City is the re­ 
p u blican candidate for the state governorship . Op p osed to 
him on the democratic ticket is Gov. Herbert H. Lehman 
who wanted to retire from olfice two years ago bu t 
re­ 
mained in active p olitics at the requ est of President Roose­ 
velt. Since then Lehman has op p osed Roosevelt's cou rt p ack­ 
ing p lan, and remains in p olitics. Dewey has achieved lame 
throu ghou t the cou ntry as a racket bu ster. 
Whether Lehman or Dewey wins, the resu lt is ol im­ 
p ortance to the rest of the cou ntry. 
New York governors 
have wide influ ence in the east, and in addition the\ ar* 
scanned as p ossible p residential material. If Lehman wins, 
we shall have a New York governor who will u se his influ ­ 
ence against fu rther attem p ts at cou rt p acking. If Dewey 
wins rep u blicans everywhere will look u p on him as a p resi­ 
dential p ossibility. He will be watched to see whether he is 
as good a governor and execu tive as he is a racket-bu sting 
district attorney. 
_ 
In 1936 Governor Lehman’s majority in New York was 
less than half that of President Roosevelt. A shift of less 
than 10 p er cent away from Lehman wou ld have defeated 
him, and William F. Bleakley, a rep u blican u p -stater, wou ld 
have won. It was New York City that elected Lehman. The 
rep u blican carried every u p -state cou nty bu t three. 
Dewey, by reason of his racket-bu sting habits, is p op u ­ 
lar in New York City, and the election may see how strong 
are the racketeers and their allies combined with Harley and 
his more or less New Deal cohorts. Mayor H iorello LaLu atdia 
has been requ ested to come ou t op enly in su p p ort of Dewey, 
and the mayor's active su p p ort, or lack of it, may be a 
stronglv deciding factor. 
If Dewey shou ld be elected governor of New York he 
wou ld not be the first rep u blican to u se a New Y'ork p rose­ 
cu tor’s p ost as a sp ringboard to Albany. 
Charles Evans 
Hug hes was a p p o in ed in 1 9 0 5 
as a sp ecial cou nsel to a com­ 
mittee in vestig a tin g 
insu rance scandals. His effective work 
cau sed him to be offered the rep u blican nomination foj> 
mayor, bu t he declined. 
In 1906 Mr. Hu ghes accep ted the rep u blican nomination 
for governor and defeated William R. Hearst. He was re­ 
elected in 1908. Du ring his terms Hu ghes was a reformer, 
p u tting throu gh some measu res only by ap p ealing to the 
p eop le. In 1910 he resigned to become an asj » date ju stice of 
the su p reme cou rt of the United States. 
In 1916 Ju sts^» 
Hu ghes resigned from the su p reme bench to ru n for the 
p residency, having been nominated withou t a camp aign on 
his p art. He was defeated by Woodrow Wilson, bu t later be­ 
came secretary of state and at last chief ju stice ol 
the 
su p reme cou rt. 
Another rep u blican p rosecu tor of New York to attain 
the state governorship was Charles S. Whitman, who ob­ 
tained conviction of Police Lieu tenant Charles Becker lor 
having p lanned the m u rder of Herman Rosenthal, a gambler 
su sp ected of being ready to exp ose p olice corru p tion. W hit­ 
man got only as far as Albany. 
He did not ap p eal to the 
p u blic as did Charles Evans Hu ghes.

DI CKS BEWARE 
Du ck hu nting already has started in some of the more 
northern states, and the season op ens here October 15. 
After that, and u ntil the season closes, men will be seen 
doing strange things. 
, 
They will arise long before the su n and hasten to the 
reeds and ru shes, disgu ise themselves to resemble a clu mp 
of weeds, and sit for hou rs in the cold waters. Occasionally, 
u nless the laws forbid it this year, they will p lay little in­ 
stru m ents th at say “Qu ack Qu ack!" Eventu ally, whwu a 
hap less du ck flies over, they will let loose at him with a 
barrel or so of lead. Mr. Du ck will go into a nosedive. The 
hu ntsman will seize him with fierce triu mp h. 
Perhap s this is a reversion to more p rimitive times 
when nimrods had to get game or starve. It is the acqu isitive 
instinct. Some men go after du cks, others alter lish. and 
some after collecting hobbies. We ventu re that the p sycholo­ 
gist cou ld find a connection between the hu ntsman and the 
man who makes collections of arrow heads, p ostage stamp s 
and cigar bands. 
As an economic ventu re, du ck hu nting is a flop . If one 
figu res in the cost of licenses, firearms, gasoline, hip boots, 
hu nting togs, canoes and p neu monia, p lu s fines for shooting 
birds in restricted hou rs contrary to the statu tes, vvc believe 
a du ck dinner wou ld be abou t as costly as anything imagin­ 
able. Bu t that doesn’t deter the hu nter. He’s satisfying the 
old instinct. 
Hu nting and fishing are the basis of an indu stry de­ 
voted to catering to the need for trap p ings su ch as 860 shot­ 
gu ns, high-p owered rifles, fancy tackle and su itable clothing. 
It doesn't m atter mu ch, in many instances, whether the 
hu nter or fisherm an catches anything or not. He seems to 
have fu n ju st the same. 
No dou bt this will he tru e u ntil the last mallard has 
qu acked and the final fish has flop p ed, a day which hu nters 
and fishermen have been stru ggling against throu gh con­ 
servation. We observe that defiant men on many occasions, 
when the game warden isn’t at hand, shoot du cks ou t of sea­ 
son and violate every law intended to give the su rvivors of 
the sp ecies a chance. They dynamite fish and u se the seine 
withou t license. 
It is u seless to make an ap p eal to the sp ortsmanship ol 
su ch p eop le. It is evident, however, that the time has long 
p assed when du cks and f ish cou ld be massacred ju st t o r the 
p leasu re, if any, of killing. The p assenger p igeon has gone 
his way and the du ck has become so scarce that hu nting him 
is an economic calamity as a general ru le. 
We note also that small boys hereabou ts emp loy their 
air rifles with deadly effect against song birds, and owner­ 
less or u nfed cats take their toll at night.
